A business friend of mine who lives in the interior 
of this country, recently had the bad luck to have hbs home 
completely inundated by a swelling of the river nearby, caused 
by torrential rainfalls. 


As he always had to have certain amounts of money 
on hand for his purchases of bananas and coffee, a rather 
considerable sum in haitian banknotes: (Gourdes) was entirely 
submerged for some time, until it could be retrieved. Tt was 
then found out that the money was entirely wet, partly disco- 
lored and covered with dirt, carried along by the water. 


He dried this money for some days but had to find 
out that the banknotes which had been in bundles, would break 
or tear when he tried to peal them off. 


As the haitian banknotes are printed by your Com- 
pany, he suggested that I write you, asking you to kindly 
let mer know if there is some way you might recomuend in order 
to spare him a rather great loss. 


I therefore would greatly appreciate your making 
any suggestions which might enable him to clean the notes, 
and to allow himito peal them off the packages without being 
torn into shreds. He says that now that the banknotes are 
dry, they have become so brittle that a whole package breaks 
in two, whenever it is not handled with the greatest delicacy.

In reference to Mr. W. F. Colclough's letter of May 2, 1949 pertaining 
to notes over and short within the respective bended units of 100, we report as 
follows. 


Our records have been checked and there is a remote possibility that 4 
full 32/on sheet was misplaced. It is, however, more probable that only one 8/on 
strip was misplaced. 


One 8/on strip from the 32/on sheet, of which full sheet the number in 
question AG 237768 was a part, was entirely made up. The strip made up did not 
contain the note in question, but it wes the adjacent 8/on strip. It is possible 
that in checking the error found on the strip containing the notes to be made up, 
the three other stripsof the sheet were removed from their respective units and 
checked, and in replacing the strip of which the transposed note was a part, the 
strip was misplaced causing the shortage and overage referred to. 


We are attaching charts to indicate the manner of numbering settings on 
the full sheet and also the position of the note in question and the strip made up. 


Numbering was done 32/on, 10,000 numbers apart. If the error occurred 
in the full 32/on sheet, the following 100 note units will be affected and will 
contain 99 instead of 100 notes.

Replying to your letter of the 2nd instant, relative 
to the misplacement of note No. AG 237 768, causing a shortage 
in one pack of notes and a corresponding overage in another 

pack, our records show that the note in question was numbered 
e as part of a full 32/on sheet. The lay-out of this sheet con- 
sists of four vertical rows or strips of eight notes each. After 
the full sheet is numbered it is subsequently cut into four 
vertical strips each of eight notes. This is done to facilitate 
the final examination of numbers. Obviously each of these four 
Strips becomes a part of four separate units each consisting of 
1,000 eight on strips. 


In attempting to explain how the transposition occurred 
we must resort to a presumption of what was done. This pre- 
sumption, however, is based on normal practice. Our numbering 
records disclose that we had & make-up of one of the four 8/on 
Strips in this unit. While this strip did not contain the note 
that was reported as misplaced, it was part of the same 32/on 
sheet. “he defective condition that prompted the make-up was 
undoubtedly of & nature that required our rechecking the three 
e other 8/on strips, each strip being in separate units of 1000 

strips. Unfortunately, after rechecking these three otner 8/on 
strips one of them was misplaced. This would result in having 
eight packages supposedly of 100 notes each with a shortage of 
one note and eight other packages with an overage of one note. If 
you deem it advisable to notify the bank of the 16 packages that 
would be involved you can find this information on the third page 
of Mr. Holland'sgreport which is being enclosed. 


You will also notice from Mr. Holland's report that he 
mentions of a remote possibility that the misplacement may have 
involved the full 32/on sheet prior to it being cut into four 
separate 8/on strips.

Following receipt of your letter of April 28th (Reference C. 11-8), 
advising us of two instances of the transposition of a l-Gourde note from 
one package to another, one of such notes being No.AG 237768, we have made 
a careful check of our records in an effort to determine the manner in which 
they occurred,

From our investigation, it appears that the transposition took place 
in the course of examination of the notes. As you are no doubt aware, our 
notes undergo careful serutiny at various stages of manufacture, in order to 
elininate any that may be defective. In the process, it occasionally happens 
that notes may be replaced in the wrong position after examination. While 
we make every effort to prevent such occurrences, the human factor involved 
makes it difficult to eliminate them entirely. 


On the basis of our investigation, it also appears posskble that the 
erroneous replacement whkch caused the transposition of note No. AG 237768 may 
have resulted in a similar transposition of seven other notes,as follows:
